WASHINGTON, October 21.—The Senate was 
called to order by President Davis at noon, 
with quite a full attendance of Senators and 
the galleries well filled. 

Senator Sherman called up a resolution of- 
fered by him priorto the recess, calling on 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the reports of 


James F. Melin. 
Senator Farley offered an amendment to 


during the investigation. 

Senators Dawes and Sherman opposed the 
amendment. 

The amendment was lost—ayes, 21; nays, 23, 
and the resolution adopted. 

Senator McPherson presented a petition of 
certain members of the Legislature of the State 
of New York against the titles of Senators 
Miller and Lapham. Referred to the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections. The Senate 
went into executive session. 


The Right of Way. 
WASHINGTON, October 21.—President Arthur 
and the Secretary of the Interior to-day gave 
their consent that the Chicago,Texas and Mexe- 
ican Central and St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroads may apply to the Council of the 
Choctaw Nation, Indian Territory, for the 


right of way thronghthe Nation. The coun- 
cil is now in session and, it is understood, 
will grant the rightof way to both roads, 
haviug waited only for permission of the Gov- 
ernment. 


MILITARY. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
this morning agreed to report favorably all 
the army nominations referred to them in this 
session except those of Carter, Raymond and 
Maddox ot New York, and of Johnson of Min- 
nesota, te be assigtant surgeons. These nomi- 
nations are withheld not because there is any 
objection to thejappointees, but the commit- 
tee thought hew York seemed to 
be getting more than its share 
of the new urmy surgeons, and that the ap- 
pointments should be more generally distri- 
buted.

cester shores. From the grassy slopes of the old 


fortifications and from the distant camps 
downthe river come answering explosions, 
telling that the army joins the navy in this un- 
usual and graceful aet of courtesy towards the 
mother country.

A Chance‘for Guiteau. 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, October 21.—Scoville, 
Guiteau’s counsel, is ¢ausing some excitement 
in political circles because of an avowed inten- 
tion to make the most of the political aspects 
of the assassination. He is reported as saying 
yesterday: ‘‘There is more of politics in the 
case than most people imagine. I intend that 
everything connected with the crime shail 
be developed. If I should have a 
Stalwart to help me he might 
antagonize this course. lf it ia necessary I 
shall not hesitate to bring out the connection 
of Conkling with the inception of the crime. 
The Stalwart chasm was responsible for the 
matter, and shall be placed where it belongs 


if I can secure that.result.’’

THE COLLIER FIRE. 


What Oommissioner Whitman 
Says About the Water | 
Supply. 


The Crowded Insane Asylum — Fred 
Thornton’s Funds—City 
Hall Notes. 


The Mayor has not yet made up his mind 
about the Collier fire investigation and the 
Statement that appeared ina morning news- 
papertothe effectthat he came tothe con- 
clusion that the complaint and charges made 
by Mr. Thos. Richuson, president of the Col- 
lier White Lead Works, had not been sus- 
tained was indignantly and vehemently 
denied by Secretary Smith this morning. 

Before the Mayor makes up his mind he is 
requested to consider a few facts herein con- 
tained, which are respectful'y referred to 
him. The facts were obtained in an interview 
had by a POST-DISPATCH representative with 
Water Commissioner Whitman. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. John J. Thompson, engi- 
neer of No. 6 engine, while on the stand 


Wednesday morning, giving expert 
testimony, said that from the. ar- 
rapgement of water. pipes in the 


neigh borbood of the Collier fire it was impos- 
sible for all the engines there present to get a 
sufficient supply.’’ 

‘*What do you think of Mr. Thompson’s 
statement?’’’ the reporter asked Mr. Whit- 
man. 

‘‘I think just asI saidon the stand,’’ said 
the latter, ‘‘that the watersupply was allright, 
and I don’tthink they have made it appear 
otherwise. Idon’t think they nave shown 
any engines were obliged to shut down on ac- 
count of the insufficiency of water. The 
engineer attl.e corner of Tenth and Clark 
avenue, said he was afraid to start lest some 
other engine might take the water away from 
bim. Such a thing is ridiculous. Let me 
show.’’ And getting outa map of the dis- 
trict, Mr. Whitman wenton: ‘‘The engine 
in question was stationed here, at the corner 
ot Tenth and Clark avenue. It got its supply, 
as you see, froma fifteen-inch pipe running 


along Clark avenue. Withthe body of water 
within the pipe moving at the 
rate of one foot per minute 
the stream would leave ry 


one-inch nozzle at the rate of 172 feet per 
minute, and such a ratiois perfectly prepos- 
terous.’’ 

‘*How about the engines on Market street?’’ 

‘*There were five of themand each got its 
supply trom a six inch pipe,’’ and the Com- 
missioner showed by the lines on the map that 
each engine hada separate and independent 


—— pipe. 
‘‘Mr. Thompson says oneof these six inch 
pipes can supply no more thau 


+0 gajlonsja minute and his own engine draws 
735, so that two engines at work onthe same 
pipe were bound tw suffer by reason of an in- 
sufficiency of water.’’ 

The Commissioner got only about sixty com- 
parative tabics of the sizes and capacities of 
the different makes of fire steamers ana 
showed that the figures these set down 
and usually taken by engineers were ob- 
tained from the wanufacturers’ circulars 
and referred to the number of gallons tnat 
could pass through their steamers with the 
machinery at full tilt, and without at ali taking 
into consideration its passage through any 
lergth of hose. 3 

‘-Now we’ll see how much a steamer might 
use when at work at a fire,’’ said tlie Com- 
missioner. “‘there are Geo. A. Ellis’ tables, 
the data for which have been obtained by 
actual experiments. Now,the average pres- 
sure or one of our engines is 180 
pounds, the nozzle used is 1% inches, and I 
take it the average lengthjoffhose put out atthe 
Collier fire was about600 feet. Now the tables 
say that an engine, with a pressure on of 182 
pounds, could not throw more tnan 285 gallons 
a minute through a1\-inch nozzle at the end 
of 600 feet of hose and with 100 pounds pressure 


at the nozzle—which means no hose 
at all—it would not throw _—ibut 
299 gallons a minute. I think 


those figures are sufficient answer for that.’’ 
The Commissioner argued the matter entirely 
from an arithmetical and scientific stand- 
oint. He showed quite conclusively by point- 
pg out the several linesof piping on the west 
that there was no reason why every one of the 
fourteen engines atthe fire should not have 
had a sufficient supply of water if they 
were in good order, and that 
there was no necessity to shut any 
macbine cown On account of scarcity of the 
aqueous element. 

‘‘Then you are of opinion notwithstanding 
this —s testimony that there was P ama ot 
water for every engine at the Collier fire.’’ 

‘*T see no reason,’” said the Commissioner, 
‘‘to change my position. 1 believe the water 
supply was fully adequate and that there was 
no ground for compiaint on that score. I don't 
know what the Mayor thinks avout it, 
or intends to do in the matter. That's my 
opinion, and I bave nothing more to say.’’

A TURKISH WEDDING. 


Ap American Woman’s Description of a 
Stamboul Harem 
Constantinop’e Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 

I think the readers of the Gazette will be 
interested ip a de-cription of a grand Turkish 
wedging which we attended the other diay. The 
invitation came to us through the wife of an 
Italian physician, and was for ‘‘10 o’clock?’—a 
strange hour, we thought; but it proved to 
be 10 o’clock Turkish, which is about 5 9’clock 
in tbe afternoon ala Frank. Turkish time is 
reckoned by the sun, and is always a problem 
to people keeping Frank time; and the 
Turks, to be exact, must have their watcoes 
changed every day. We were a party of 
eighi—all ladies; no gentleman must be seen 
in the haremilik, though this reception was 
at the bouse of the bridegroom. ‘The sons 
take their brides to the father’s house, and if 
it becomes crowded additional rooms are builf. 

We found the gates atthe outer wall throwa 
wide open. A man servant stood inside to 
see that allleft the overshboes in the court. 
To those of us Who had not worn shoes that 
could be removed he made «a deprecatoryv 
salaam asiftosay, “Your pardon, mvVam,”’ 
and wiped the bottom of our shoves with a 
damp sponge. (How much time and pa- 
tience—yes, and money—our horsewives 
would be saved if a like cleanly custom ex- 
isted in America, for I fancy this is one se- 
cret of the Turkish carpets lasting fur gener- 
ations. that no dirt fromthe streets is ever 
brougbt in onto them.) We were thea mo- 
tioned to go up the stairs, and were first 
taken to the mother of the Uridegroom, who 


was seated on a high divap, and received 
us With many salaams, birt did not 
rise. She had a quilted sacque of deli- 


cate lemon-colored satin, lined and trimmed 
with fur, thrown over her shou'ders (the 
morning had been rainy and it was still cool), 
and her other garments were made of rich 
Oriental stuffs; her head handkerchief was 
plain, but decorated in front with diamonds. 

A young lady dressed in drab silk, made ir 
the latest Parisian fashion, with feathers and 
diamord ornaments in her bair, received us 
standing, asked us tobe seated, and ordered 
coffee to be brought to us. We sat upon low 
Civaus Which are built next to the walis of 
the room, and are piled with cushions cover- 
ed with beautiful embroidery in silk and 
gold thread. The coffee wus brought by 
three servants, one bearing the silver tray 
with the tiny china cup: and zarfs (holders) 
of filagree silver, set with gems; another the 
coffee pot, which was silver, and was carried 
in an elaborate dish hung by long silver 
chains, resembling an incense burner, and 
the third handed us the cups. 


After atime ‘‘sweetmeats’”? were brought 
and served with great elegance. The water 
was in gold goblets, the spoonholders of Bo- 
hemian glass set in silver frames, and the jars 
for the ‘sweets’? equally rich and elegant. 
But partaking of the taili is not easy if not to 
the **manner born.” I had fortunately had 
previous lessons and could doit native fash- 
ion. A goblet of wateris provided for each 
guest; two spoonholders,one for the spoons 
before they are used and one for soiled 
spoons. You take a spoon, fill it with talli 
(which is always something very sweet and 
delicions, either made of oranges, citron,cur- 
rants withthe seeds all picked out witha 
needie, rose petals, or what is most delicious, 
a sugar paste flavored with flowers, violets, 
acacia, lavender, ete.), takeit allinto the 
mouth, place the spoon in the proper bolder, 
take a giass of water and drink until the talli 
is entirely washed down the throat. This 
must he done as speedily as possible, how- 
ever much you may wish tv have the 
‘‘s<weetness long drawn out.” 

We remainedin this room someitime, those 
who knew Turkish carrying on the conver- 
sation. The elderly ladies seemedto be as- 
sembled bere. Manyofthem were dressed 
in broosa gauzes and si‘ks, made in quaint, 
simple fashion, but wearing rich jewels—one 
wore the handsomest emerald ring I have 
While the visiting was at. its 
height a Jady spread her prayer carpet ina 
corner of the room, with her face toward 
Mecca, threw a light shaw! over her head, and 
went through with her devotions, often bow- 
ing her bead to the floor. Noone seemed to 
mind it at all,and when she rose she imme- 
«iately joined in the conversation. From 
this room we were conducted to the room 
where tbe bride was to sitin state. At one 
end of the room was a very high divan, 
sohigh as to require astepto climb onto it, 
covered with satin of bright colors, and over 
it were branches of artificial flowers and tin- 
sel ornaments, forming quite a canopy. The 
room was handsomely furnished—chairs and 
sofas covered with damask silk, window dra- 
peries of the same material, and carpet to 
match in color; the ceiling was beautifully 
frescoed in arabesque patterns. fhe seats 
were gradually filled with elegantly dressed 
ladies—silks and satins,' witniglong trains, 
featbers and diamond ornameasts in the hair: 
one dress of lemon-colored satin, elaborately 
trimmed with white lace and festooned with 
flowers, Was specially rich and beautiful. 

The bride was led in by two elderly women, 
very simply dressed, except for the diamonds 
flashing on their turbans, and followed bya 
little girl bearing hertrain. She walked very 
deliberately through the long room, and 
climbed to her place under the canopy of 
flowers; the women took seats on either side 
of her, ard the little girl sat onthe step in 
front of che divan. The dress of the bride 
was of blue silk covered with embroidery in 
vold thread and seed pearls. The veil was 
biue gauze, to match the dress, and fell to the 
floor; over this was gold tinselin fine threads 
hanging in masses as long astaeveil. These 
were fastencd with a tiara of diamond orna- 
ments, spravs of flowers and leaves, 
and diamonds were stuck upon her 
forehead, each check and the chin; and 
she wore several rings outside of her gloves. 
We had noscruples about gezing at her, for 
she was there to be looked at. She could not 
move amuscle of her face, as vou canim- 
agine, With all those ornaments upon it. She 
did not appear young or beautiful, wnich was 
not strange with such disfigurements. In an 
outer room the *funbidden’”’ guests assem)'e.

On such occasions the house is open for every 
one to come into the hallin the center of the 
house, andthe bride was led out for the 
common people to get alook at her magni'i- 
cence. There was acrowd of village women 

n yahmak and feredji coming and going. 

Behind a screen 1n this hall were musicians 
who make the fun for the occasion. Turkish 
musicis unlike any other—hardiy classic— 
but is more thrilling and exciting than any | 
have ever heard. Some ofthe natives peeped 
behind the screen, and there was giggling and 
laughing, but I suppose it was too Orienta! 
for us to be allowed to see or hear much of it. 
Before we left we were shown the brida) bed. 
The bedstead was profusely gilued and huny 
with satin damask; the sheets and pillow 
cases were of the finest linen, hemstitched 
and embroidered with vinesin silver. There 
were two vorghans or comforters—one of 
blue silk covered with gold embroidery, the 
other pink silk thickly set with gilt spangles. 
The wedding festivities continued a week, 

artly at the home of the bride and partly at 

he home ot the groom. 

The reception which I have described is 
about the last. Then the life with the mother- 
in-law begins. The bride cannot speak in 
her presence, unless she is given permission, 
for years, perhaps not ever, if s

THE LATE GOV. WILTZ. 


His Prominent Part in the Recent His- 
tory of Loutsiana. 
From the New York Herald, Oct. 17. 

Gov. Wiltz, of Louisiana, died at his resi- 
dence. in New Orleans, at half-past twelve 
o’clock yesterday morning. He was conscious 
tothe end. The last words uttered, ten min- 
utes before his death and addres:ed to his 
wife, were: ‘*Do not leave me. Stand where 
[can see you when I die.’’ Louis Alfred 
Wiltz was born in New Orleans on the 21st of 
January, 1843. He received his education in 
the public schools of the city. At the age of 
15 he left the high school before completing 
the full course of studies and took a situa- 
tion us ch rk in a commercial 
house on Carondelet street. Sub- 
sequently, when the house in which he was 
ergaced failed, he found employment in the 
office of the elerk of the Second District 
Court. This place he held until the late civil 
war broke out, when he was among the first 
to join the Confederate army. He enlisted as 
a private, but won his way to captaincy bya 
vallantry which was always conspicuous. 
He served through the whole war and retired 
from the contest after Lee’s last great battle 
was fought and the greut struggle was ended. 
When peace was proclaimed Wiltz returned 
to New Orleans and entered again into some 
cowmercial business. This, after a short ex- 
perience, he abandoned to enter the turmoils 
of a political life. EKlectea in 1808 to the 
State Legislature he took bis seat as a mem- 
ber of the lower house. The same vear he 
hecame a member of the Board of A Idermen. 
Here his abiities as a presiding oflicer were 
recognized and he was elected president of 
the board. He served only a Suort timein 
this position when he was called to a more 
honorable one, having been elected Mayor of 
the city. An act of the Legislature, how- 
iver, pestponing the election prevented him 
from assuming then the duties of a charge to 
which be was fairly eatitied. The following 
vear be was again elected Mayor, and took 
possession of the office after making a formal 
cemand onthe thenincumbent, who at first 
had shown no disposition to retire. In 1Ls87U 
Mr. Wiltz was again elected a member of the 
state Hlouse of Representatives.. Gov. Kel- 
logg,inorder to prevent the assembling of 
the Legislature, had ordtred the State-house 
to be barricaded, but by a coup d’etrt the 
House was organized and Witiz clected 
Speaker. This had scarcely been eff-cted 
When the House was dissolved by military 
orders. Ontne 4th of February, ISio, it Was 
vguin reorganized under the Wheeler com- 
promise, When Witz was again chosen Speak- 
cr. Ini8i6Mr. Wiltz was nominated and 
elected Lieuterant Governor of the State. In 
Inv) he succeeded Nicholls as Governor. It 
was dure the campaign which preceded his 
election that he contracted the disease (con- 
suinption) of which he died. Gov. Wiltz 
leaves a Wife and five children to mourn his 
loss.

SOME AUTOGRAPHS. 


How Some Prominent Persons Sign 
Their Names, 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 

The many people who baye admired the 
free, bold, yet graceful handwriting of Presi- 
dent Garfield, as displayed in hundreds of 
fac-similes, will be giad to learn that his 
orignal autograpbs are quite as fine as any 
copies of them ever made. 

Gen. Arthur writes a large, careless, heavy 
hand, with no particular inclination. It 
looks precisely as if the writer could not 
spare even the time necessary to execute it. 
There is strength in the writing, however, 
end both these signatures compare favorably 
with the inflated, shapeless, balloon capital's 
of Gen. Grant, or the litte cramred band 
of President Hayes, which likew se appears 
among the rest. 

Secretary Robert T. Lincoin, by the way, 
writes a hand strikingly \ike that of ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes. Secretary MacVeagh’s signature 
resembles some of those affixed to the decla- 
ratior—thbat is, itis Jarge, bold, antique and 
distinguisted-looking. Kirkwood and Win- 
dom are neat and legible peomen. Postmaster- 
General James writes prettily, with several 
gracetul little flourishes. Secretary Blaine’s 
hand is large, bold and distinct, all letters and 
words being connected throughout. 

If ever a signature could be received as in- 
dicative of the character of its owner, itis 
that of Roscoe Conkling—“grand, gloomy and 
peculiar.” Itstands outin the relief of the 
blackest ink froin the paper. Secarcely two 
letters at the same angle, with intricate and 
erotesque flourisbes everywhere, it certainly 
vives expression tothe mental ramifications 
of the great unknown, so far as they cin be 
guessed at. Itseems to say: ‘*My master 
writes like no one else; I stand alone among 
signatures.’’? Directly velow, as is fitting, ap- 
peaisthe respectable and business-like chi- 
rograpby of ‘Thomas C. Piatt, waich is above 
invidious criticism. Col. George Bliss signs 
bis nameinabold, dashing, running haad, 
cvery stroke of whichis clearly cut, without 
a particle of affectation. 

Gen. Jobn A. Logan inseribes his name in 
a series of coa.se, black, uprigat characters. 
(zen. Pendleton’s siyle is somewhat similar, 
though the letters are better jomned and bet- 
terformed. The Lion. Thomas F. Bayard’s 
handisastudyv. Pisin, neat and angular, it 
resembles the bold, Engtish manner of writ- 
ing so much affected by ladies. Gen. Josepa 
R. flawley’s elegant and graceful autograph 
is familiar fromits appearance: on innumer- 
able diplomas and other documents issued by 
the Centennial Commission in Isis. Alexan- 
der H. Stephens writes hesitatingly, in a 
smal, tremulous hand. 

Gen. William Mahone, the great Virginia 
Reacjustcr, is the possessor of what may bo 
termed a lateral handwriting, if handwriting 
is ayroper term to apply to a sea of broad, 
horizontal dasbes extending from one side of 
the paper tothe other, witn here and there 
a slight 1isple of © short, upward 
-tems. Hannibal Ilamiin apparently 
wastes as little time, ink and paper as possi- 
ble in signing his name: yet thereis no need 
of a second glance at the writing in order gto 
interpretit. Senator George F. Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, writes quite as plainly, but in 
x pinebed sort ofa hing, like that of a New 
kwegland “‘schoolmarm” who sets copies to 
her pupils prettily in the style of former 
days. Wade Hampton vails his ferocious 
personality behind a ratber pretty lady’s 
hand which some of his fair cons ituents might 
envy. Mon Cancrcn appears to have entirely 
forgotten that one of the objects of writing at 
ellis to convey ideas tothe human mind, as 
noteventhe prefound handwriting expert, 
who figures in so many courts, couid confront 
the scraw! described as his signature without 
a feeling of awe. 

Ex-Senator Lb. K. Bruc2 places on reeord 
one of the most dainty and microscopic round 
hands imaginable. William Pitt Kellogg 
-1inp!y writes his name like other people, 
and not unlike themin any. marked degree, 
Bob foombs’ sigaature is an old style round 
hand, as much bebind the age eas the views of 
that venerabie fire-eater. Jeff Davis has a 
characteriess way of allowing lit&e sharp let- 
ters to stragg:e up and down hill, rather in 
accordance With the imaginary curved line of 
beauty than with the straight line commonly 
regarded asthe line of beauty most appro- 
priate to dhirography. Gen. Beaurevard’s 
signature is as distinzuished and Frencay as 
his three magnificent names, which he zives 
at full length. 

Ex-Treasurer Spinner, whose autograph 
bas been as eagerly scught for as that of anv 
other man living, appearing as it has in ali its 
strange [uxuriance upon millions of green- 
backs, writes from his quiet homein Florida 
a courteous jittle note, the chief interest of 
which is that it exbibits in a curious manner 
the great difference between his ordinary 
handwriting and his remarkable signature. 
The latter, however, bas lost none of its 
unique perfection. 

“W. ‘I’. Sherman, General,” appears upona 
visiting card in strong, uprizht letters, with 
two bold flourishes, just large enough to give 
emphasis to.the whole effect. Shberidan’s 


signature is as boid and dashing as 
one of his own fierce cavalry 
charges. Gen. Hancock writes a beau- 


tifully clear and regular hand, which is 
unfortunately disfigured and given a slight 
appearance of sffectation by an unnecessary 
profusion of heavy downward dashes. Ben 
Butler has a great round, awkward schoolboy 
hand. McClellan shows a lack of sufficient 
executive ability to transfer ink to paper in 
even a decorus manner. Gen. Terry, the re- 
nowned Indian fighter, is punctitiousin his 
penmanship, writing ciear!y and gracefully, 
without the least attempt at ornamentation. 
Gen. Burnside contrived to make a half- 
dozen words cover a whole page of commer- 
cial paver, and this not by any ordinary 
means, as his huge, scrawling characters, 
plain as those on a circus poster, seemed to 
literally chase each other down the page, or 
ratber to be festooned over it like the clusters 
of a wild grape-vine. 
A Hungry Army.

If the *rench military papers are to be be- 
lieved, the army in Africais sufferinz the 
pangs of hunger as well as the diseases which 
come from insufficient nourishment and badly 
chosen places of encampment.

DEAD FROM A DOG’S BITE. 


A Little Boy Passes Away in Convul- 
sious—The Mother’s sad Story. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 12th. 


In a tidy room over 1506 Dickinson street a 
group Was gathered yesterday morning by 
the bedside of a blue-eyed, curly-headed boy 
inthe death agonies of hvdrophobia. He 
died snapping at his mother and she tried to 
kiss bim. Three montbs ago this little5-year- 
old, Louis Zweifel, an only child, while play- 


ing one evening about dusk, was bitten. He 
had bis aims across the shoulders of two 


little boys and theirs were similarly thrown 
arcund him. They were walking three 
abreast, when they saw a medium-sized,frisky. 
aggressive dog, of the Spitz breed, coming 
toward them. When the animal 
was a few feet away a mueh larger 
dog, belonging in the neighborhood, and said 
to be half Newfoundland in breed, ran across 
the street and bristied up agsinst the smaller 
beast. The Spitz, not apparentiv in anger, 
but as if in mischief, but still excited by the 
other dog, suapped around two or three 
times, and then jumping up, with his forefeet 
in the air, bit Louis Zweifel oa the forehead. 
The little feliow’s father was standing in the 
dooiway and saw itall. Telling him to rua 
home, the father followed the dog, which was 
identified by several persons as belonging to 
ex-Alcerman Jesse S. -Bonsall. The wound 
seemed but a seratch, and, after proper treate 
ment, healedrapid!y. No particular atten- 
tion, therefore, was paid to it, and the child 
suffered no inconvenience. His mother, a 
thrifty German Woman, had never even so 
much as heard of bydrophohisa, Three months 
passed bv and the littie fellow played and ran 
sbout as usual,and the bite and dog were 
alike forgotten. 

What fclowedis most graphically told in 
the motber’s lunguage. ‘*Last Wednesday,” 
she said, **Louie did not go out as usual in 
the morning. The day wenton, and I said: 
‘Why don’t vou go out and play? I never saw 
you so.’ LButhec!lung about my apron, and 
said: ‘Me dont wantto leave you, mamma.’ 
He had not eaten any breakfast, and at din- 
ner I coaxed him to take a little soup, but he 
put his hand to his throat aud said: ‘Me 
can Swallow nothing, mamma.’ He put his 
hands up and wanted me to take away the 
milk. He ate nothing al! thatdav. At 8 
o’clock, While in bed, he screamed in sucha 
way as I never heard before. When Ll went 
up be was stretching bimself outand drawing 
down his mouth, and had his teeth ¢ ose to- 
gether. He was also coughing strangely. He 
made me take bim in my bed, and ne did 
not sleep a wink all night. His father 
felt bim and said he bad a violent fever. On 
Thursday morning hiseyes beganto water, 
and I sent for Dr. Smith, my old family phy- 
sician, Who said it was not scarlet fever as I 
supposed, but he did not know what if was. 
That afternoon he vomited and jumped up 
and caught the bed clothes in his teeth, and I 
then noticedthat when these fits were on 
bim the places where the dog bit him turned 
bkue. He would not eat anything, but I 
used to beg him to take a little water, and he 
did it for me, butip scut him into spasms. I 
then sent for Dr. Cuctin. As soon as he look- 
ed at my boy he said it was hydrophobia. On 
Saturday night last they Jeft four papers, and 
told me togive himtwoand not to give the 
others if he wentasleep. Heno sooner took 
them than he became very wild. The white 
foam flowed from his mouth. He gritted his 
teeth upon the blankets. He bit his tongue 
clean through. Then he bit his fingers, mak 
ing them bleed, until we had to hold him by 
the hands. Still- he was conscious, and was 
trying himself to stop it. This morning he 
grew very weak, and foamed and trembled, 
gnd would not let us bring water near him, 
and at 10:30 he died.” 


The dog that inflicted the fatal bite is dead. 
He was killed as soon as the case was known 
to be hydrophobia, but for some reason he 
bad been granted immunity of life too long. 
Five children, Mrs. Zweifel says, have been 
bitten by the same beast since it bit her boy, 
and two bad been bitten before. 


A Novel Strike. 
From a New York Special. 

Nearly 500 girls who work in the stripping 
department of Lorillard’s tobacco factory, in 
Jersey City, are outona strike, and, taking 
all the circumstances into consideration, it is 
one ofthe strongest labor strikes probablv 
that Was cVer inaugurated. One would nat- 
urally suppose that a refusal to labor on the 
part of so large a number of employes would 
be the result of an insufliciency of wages, but, 
unlike men who consider themselves poor!y 
paid ond resort to suspension of work to right 
their wrongs, the girls do not profess to have 
any serious grievance. It appears from what 
they themselves sav that they are fighting 
againsta system of rest aint that is pecu- 
liarly galling to the female tobacco-work- 
ers’ minds. Inthe words of one of the lead- 
ers In the movement, who explained the 
trouble to-day, “*The girls were not allowed 
tohave any fun.’’? The firm, no doubt ob- 
relving that the old foreman was letting the 
siris do pretty much as they pleased, and not 
decking them for short time, etc., replaced 
this nan with one who has completely soured 
the girls’? hearts, and caused them to 
rebel in a body. Said one of the girls: 
‘The truth of it is, he is altogether too 
strict. He would not allow us to have any 
fun atall. Itis awfully dull to be obliged to 
work hard and have to keep as quiet as mice. 
When a girl wants to laugh or sing she don’t 
like to hearthe foreman say, aS cross as a 
bear, *Shutup there and stop that noise.’ 
Our old foreman was not so strict.”” So, not 
being allowed to carry on during working 
hours, the girls, nearly 500 strong, are on a 
strike, and deciare as ove girl that thev won’t 
vo back so long as the horrid old foreman is 
retained. The strike bas its effect on about 
-J0 men also, who are obliged to lie idle just 
pvecause the strippers have struck, andit is a 
little hard, as one of them said to-day, that 
they should be obliged to knock off work just 
because a lot of foolish girls want a holiday. 


Malt Liquors in Europe. 
From the New York Graphic. 

Think of it,O yecold water advocates! 
lhereare 40,000 breweries in Europe, pro- 
duging 2,250,000,000 gallons of malt liquors 
each year. Over one-third of it all is brewed 
in Great Britain, too, although Great Britain 
has only about one-tenth of the population 
of Europe. The Germans have the reputa- 
tion of being the great beer-drinking nation 
of the world, but taking Germany as a whole 
only nineteen gallons per annum are pro- 
duced per head of the population, while in 


England the average is nearly thirty gallons. 
Bavaria, which has about one-sixth of the 


population of Germany, produces nearly one- 
third of the beer of Germany, so that on the 
average there is fifty-four gaNons a year for 
every “yx! woman and child. France is 
still far behind in its consumption of malt 
liquors, the average per head there being but 
four gallous a year.

MARVELS OF ORCHIDS. 


Collections of These Curious Plants in 
New York. 
From the New York Mail. 

The orchid fever, which has existed so long 
among floral amateurs in England, is rapidly 
spreading on this side of the water amony the 
few who have the time and moneyto gratify 
their taste for the unique in the collection of 
these seeming freaks of nature. 

There are now at least three fine collections 
ownedin New ‘ork City and its neighborhood, 
whbicb are worth thousands of dollars and are 
the result of twenty years’ careful research 
and study. Besides these there are many 
smaller cojlections, and nearly every florist or 
private conservatory has a few specimens. 
Mr. Hovey, the veteran horticulturist of Bos- 
ton, hus aiso a great variety of these plants, 
and several fine collectiuns are owned in and 
around that cily. 

A well-knowu florist of this city has at his 
green-houses in Astoria probadly tus ftinest 
ussos tient, With one exception, in the United 
States. A recent examination of this collec- 
tion revealed a world of wonder to the writer. 
Tyo ample houses are devoted almostentirely 
to orchids, and there are enough outof doors 
just now to almost fill another kKouse. Prob- 
ably there are 5,000 plants in all, of J0J or 400 
different varietics. 

Ilere are to be seen members of the great 
orchid family from al} parts of the worid, in 
all the grotesque forms imaginable. A great 
pecuiiarity of most of the tropical orvhids is 
that they draw their sustenance almost en- 
tirelv fromthe air. They are wired or tack- 
ed upon pieces of decayed wood, or upon 
baked clay tiles,with only the addi:ioninsome 
cases cf a littie damp florists’ moss, the whole 
biing suspended by a wire. Some plants have 
crowh to ke n.uch larger than tbe substance 
to which they are attached; some so smali as 
tobe bardlv perceptible. ‘The vagaries of 
form in Which the plants and their vulbs ia- 
dulce are simply indescribable. Some ap- 
pear to be growing Wrongend up, with the 
rocts at Whatis aupparent!y the iop of the 
plant; some have attached themselves so 
completely to their hanging homes Dy means 
by long clinging roots as to be inseparabie 
from it; some grow in earth like anv respect- 
able and conventional plant, though tuey are 
far from aliowing their roots to grow in the 
regular Manner: some are patriarchs of. 20 
or 30 years; others remain in asort of dried 
embryo state upon the curious idvking sticks 
upon Which they are iravorted. 

The Pbilippine and Indian orchids come to 
the florists cry and fastened to the rough 
limbs of trees, the roots being gathered .to- 
gether and wound around With cocdanut fiber 
ora pecu:iar coarre hair. Tweaty to fifty 
distinct pisnts are grouped together upon 
one stick.’ Others are Wired upon pieces of 
wood crinarude framework. The vanilla 
bean plant, almostthe only orchid of com- 
mercial value, drapes the walis and roof of 
the bhonse with its fantis. ic Waxen leaves and 
long green pods. A huge vanda stands nearly 
six ieet high, throwing out white snakv- 
looking veots in regular succession at the 
points where it unsheathes one afcier another 
its Vivid giecn leaves. Close by is a small 
copse of the beautiful Mexican orchid, the 
Espiritu Santo, or flower of the Holy Ghosr. 
Inside the deijicate Waxen calyx rests a per- 
fect dove, with wings spread, in color pearly 
white, shaded at the tips of the wings into a 
rare pink. Whe eyes, tbe beak and tne plum- 
age sre ail exquisitely suggested. 

Tbe g. rzecus butterfly orchid, the oncidium 
papillio, Withits polisbed ovat leaves, curi- 
ously mottled, suspends in the air at theend 
of lorg waving flower stems, a.most invisible 
at a little distance, yet elastic and strong as 
ifof steel, the singular flower which has 

iven the plantits name. Swaying to and 

roin the slight current of air admitted to 
the grecn-house, it resembles a golden butter- 
dly hovering over a favorite flower. Its 
glowing wings of bright yellow. barbed with 
an intense brown, are poised on either side; 
a flesby stamen in the middle forms the body 
with beak and eyes, and three long attenn:e 
above complete the illusion. 


Here is anumber of cypripedia, with hel- 
met-shaped calyx of the deepest, purest 
shade of pink imaginable, a perfect little 
Cinderella’s slipper in the center. ‘The char- 
acter of the whole pient is entirely free from 
the eccentricities displayed by the other or- 
chids. Tothe cypripedium family belong a 
number of indigenous American orchids, the 
beautiful lady’s slipper of New England and 
the Misais States, and the fail y-like meadow 
pink. 

This is rather early in the season for orchids 
to flower, stil] enough are in blossom to give 
one an idea of, their peculiar habits. ‘fhe 
ereen-house is kept intensely hot and moist, 
and the air isladen with a strange, wild, 
tropical odor, almost oppressive in its 
sweetness. 

A characteristic of these flowers is that 
they almost invariably imitate a bird, an in- 
sect, or some member of the animal creation. 
vena shell is perfectly simulated in the 
damty apidendron concaata. The central 
one of the three main petals is exactly the 
shape of a balmer’s shell, with the flutings at 
the edge regularly graded into nothingness. 
The colors are nearly those of pansies, shad- 
ing from jsellow into deep velvety purple. 
Stiil they have a certain character of their 
own in common with most of the tints ob- 
servable in orchids. 

In a sequestered corney, clinging vigorously 
10 a rough block of wood is a huge misshapen 
monster of an orchid, whiea seems to be all 
bulbs, andto cisdain the frivolities of leaves 
and flowers. Ona closer insp:c’'oa the shape 
of each buib resolves itself into a curious 
fac simile of a cow’s horn, which seems to 
have grown by regular stages, marked by 
ripgs likea natural. **This,’? explained the 
courteous owpver of the collection, ‘is called 
the cow’s-horn orchid, both here and bya 
similar name in the dialect of Central Ameri- 
ca, Where these bulbs were uséd by boys to 
call their cows. You see that at the base of 
each bulb there is a small natural hole. By 
biowing throwgh this a lond sound is pro- 
duced, like that of the old familiar tin horn. 
Sometimes, When growing in his natural sta'e 
upon tbe root of a tree, ants enter the hide 
snd build a nest within without inconviencing 
the plant, which seems to thrive with its 
tenants. Hereis a rare plant, worth $109 art 
least,’? and he handed tbe writer a barbarous- 
ly hsckcd out billet of wood. A careful ex- 
amination of this revealed a tiny orchid nest- 
lingin one of its recesses, snd resembiing a 
remarkably diminutive spring onion. “In 
twenty years, perhaps, if this live, it will be 
as large as the average of thisyon see. The 
oultivation of orchids is avery slow process.” 

“The choicest orchids come from the Fast 
Indices, though some very fine specimes are 
brought from Central and South Ameriea 
especially from along the Amazon River. 
Those native to the latter countries. how- 
ever, are entirely different in genera] charac- 
ter from the Eastern ones. Some of these 
orchids attach themselves tothe limbs of trees 
high above the greens, and pushing their 
roots through the bark feed upon the sap of 
the tree. Orchids of this class are known as 
the parasites. The epiphites grow in the 
same inanner, but derive their nourishmevt 
from the air alone, At the present time most 
of the orchids are beginn ng to make new 
leaves for next vear’s growth. 

““What is the highest price I ever knew to 
be paid for an orchid? Vell, the highest fig- 
ure I ever saw paid for one was 100 guineas, 
though I have often heard of much higher 
prices, which are quitecommon on the o 
side. For comparatively cheap orchids the 


commoner varieties of the cypripedia are 
ular. As to the more expensive ones it is 
ard to moe any particular names, as the 
price is oftner governed more by the fancy of 
6 purchaser than anything else.’’ 
ing into another house, the writer saw 
thetwnique ‘‘dancing orchid,” asit is called, 
The plant throws out long runners upon 
which at regular intervals are little purple 
flowers resembling a string of monkeys hole. 
ingarope. The least breath of air serves to 
agitatethe whole and to set the monkeys 
dancing, hence its familiar name. Many of 
these orchids put forth their blossoms in the 
form of pendulous spikes, crowded densely 
with flowers, and sometimes two or three feet 
in length. 

The scientific nomenclature of the orchid- 
acean family is of the most arbitrary and dif- 
ficult character, andfor this reason no at. 
tempt is made to repeat.it.

Closing Seesion of the American 
Board of Missions. 


List of the Ladies and Gentlemen Whe 
Leave on Mission Work. 


The last day’s session of the American Board 
of Commissioners of Foreign Missions began at 
9a. m. this morning at Pilgrim Church. [he 
attendance was smaller than on previous days. 
After exercises of prayer the minutes of last 
meeting were read and adopted. 


Atelegram was sent to the New York State As- 
sociation of Congregationalistsin return for 
congratulations seut yesterday. Secretary 
Means read letters of regret from Hon. 5. 
Wells Williams, New Haven; N.C. Barstow, R. 
Il.: Dr. E. P. Goodwin, of Indiana; 
J. J. Carruthers, of Portland; Rev. John for- 
sjth, Presbyterian minister at the U. 5. Mili- 
tury Academy at West Point, and others. Dr. 
Clarke gave an interesting address, after which 
Rev. O. H. Gulich, of Japan, was introduced 
hy Moderator Hardy, who stated that Mr. 
(inlich was one of six brothers and one sis- 
ter, all in missionaryjwork in Japan. Mr, 
Gulich began by ne that a man saw what he 
had eyestosee. He who only sees England on 
Derby day thinks the country a great racing 
ground and the peopvlea nationof Betting 
men. He whovisits Kxeter Hall and sees its 
workings thinks England a Christian couao- 
try. People who have gone to Japan 
have returned and reported thut the mission- 
aries were doing nothing. A lady who lived 
ut Cobi said this. ‘*‘Why,’’ said she, ‘‘I lived 
right across from the church for a yearand I! 
never saw aJapanese go into the church.’’ 
No wonder she did not. That was the church 


where the foreign colony worshipped, 
and not a word ot preaching 
in Japarese had been done __ there. 


If the jady had gone a short distanceintwo or 
three directions she might have seen large con- 
eregations of Japanese worshipping God. 
When the first missionary arrived at Cobi he 


baptized the first Japanese in secret, be- 
cause it wou'd be as much as_ his 
life would be worth. Now there 


are between 500 and 600 professing Japanese. 
A few years ago there wasbut one copy of the 
Bible iu the country ; now there are 6),000 copies 
on salein Japan. Great work is being done 
and great work will be done. 


Rev. Mr. Rand, of Micronesia, made 
a statement ol the work in that 
city. It had been very successful. 


He was ggoing backto Micronesia when the 
Morning Star next sailed for these islands, and 
several were going with him. The papers re- 
ported that be had been starved out, but he 
did not look like a starved man, and he was 
not. Several ladies were going out this time. 
Indeed one of the reasons they caine back was 
to bring out ladies, and two have agreed to

. Albert Sturgis Houston, of lowa, one of the 
missionaries who will goto Micronesia next 
spring, gave bis reasonsfor going, and naively 
added, ‘*I have secured alady to go;with me,.’’ 
| Laughter. | 

Rev. Mr. Crawford, of Illinois, stated his 
reasonstor going to Mexico, where he had 
been called by the American Board, 

Secretary Clark stated, when Mr. Crawford 
finished, that he took with him as his help- 
meet to Mexico Miss Huttie, daughter of Bish- 
op Albert Sturgis, of Mecronesia, 

Rey. Alfred Riggs, ef the Santee Mission, 
nade an appeal for the Américan Indians. <A 
vieatchange has come over them, andthe 
crecit is largely due to this board. 

Yet lately Congregationalists are shirking 
the work. They have slipped outof the In- 
dian Territory, out of the Chippewa country 
and nearly out of the Sioux country. The 
question is, willthese missions be managed, 
not as they have been, but as they ought to be? 

Rev. Mr. House, misvionary in Bulgaria, 
gave aterrible xccount of the Bulgarian revo- 
lution. There were days and nights when the 
missionaries went to bed thinking they would 
see,the lights of the new Jerusalem before 


morning. In the days of terror, when 
the English Ambassadors did not dare 
to lift their hands in behalf 


of a Bulgarian exile, the missionaries found 
them living in the prisons of Canstantinople. 
Therethey found and comforted men who 
were innocent of any revolutionary notions, 
yet were huddled so closely together that they 
bad notroom to lie down. They furnished 
these wretched men with changes of clothing, 
which they were without for three months. 
Mr. Grant, an American, the correspondent 
of the London Times, said that the Bulgarians 
owed their liberal constitution mainly to Rob- 
ert College, Constantinople, and to the exer- 
tions of the missionaries. When the speaker 
saw the ladies und gentlemen before him so 
neatly and handsomely clad, he thought of an 


aged woman of Roumelia, 70 
,ears of age, who was dragged naked 


through the village with a rope around her 
neck, scourged and hooted by the rabble be- 
cause she professed Christ. This wag a field 
where persecution was ripe and work plenty. 

Dr. Reynolds, of Van, Western Turkey, for- 
merly ot Chicago, was next introduced and 
made a spirited address. 

Prayer was then offered for the missionaries 
who are about to leave for foreign lands, and 
the appropriate bymn was sung, beginning: 


‘‘Ye Christian heralds, go, proclaim 
Salvation through Immanuel’s name; 
In distant climes the tidings bear, 
And plant the rose of Sharon there.’’ 


Secretary Alden gave a review of the work 
ot the American Board, telling how seventy- 
one years ago five men met in the parlor 
of a minister’s resilience in Connecticut, 
and planted the mustard seed that has grown 
into this great institution, which controls 
missions in all parts of the universe. Mr. 
Alden has just arisen from a sick bed, and the 
tears poured down hischeeks as he told how 
he expected tobe called away and how he 
remembered the words of the late Dr. Ander- 
son, when dying, who said, ‘‘We will attend 
another meeting of the board—in Heaven.’’ 

Dr. Andrews, of Marietta College, on behalf 
of the business committee, introduced a series 
of resclutions thanking the Congregational 
churches of the city, Dr. Goodell and Pi:grim 
Chureh, Dr. Tudor and the members of St. 
Jobnu’s M. E. Church, the railroads, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, the|Post-»flice Department, 
the Western Union Telegraph Co., the press 
and the citizens generally. 

Dr. A.C Thompson, of boston, senior mem- 
ber ofthe Prudential Committee, speaking to the 
resolutions of thanks, said words would not 
udequately express the fecling Of the dele- 
gates. Tkey had found a most cordial wel- 
come. The board had a fatherly feeling for 
the West. 
preached west of the Mississippi was delivered 
here jby the father of the American board, 
the man of baystack memory, Saminel J. 
Mills. The hospitality intended has been cor- 
dialana thoughtful, without any ceremony, 
‘Dr. Blodgett will'telllyou the Chinese call cere 
mony the smoke of friendship. We have seen 
no smoke in this city—I mean no social smoke 
in our reception.’’ Prof. Thompson was quite 
eloquent in bisthanks on behalf of the visit- 
ors. ‘‘Howfar short of the truth does that 
platitude, ‘we have had a delightful time,’ 
fall, when reierring to this week.’’ 

Dr. Goodell mounted the platform at the 

close of this address, and was received with 
universal clapping of hands. He said that it 
was worth a kingdom to seethe great Am>ri- 
can Board meet on the China and Japan side 
ofthe ocean. ‘‘The meeting may break but 
you Can not go, for we will hold you forever in 
our memories, and the recollection of your 
visit will never leave our minds.’’ As Dr. 
Thompson had said, this was the first-born of 
the American Board.

A MUTINY. 


A Desperate Struggle onthe Steamer Fanny 
' ftatum, 


The rumor which was circulated last night 
in regard to a mutiny on board the Fanny Ta- 
tum was confirmed this morning. Thecol- 
ored roustabouts mutinied at Metropolis, 
Ills., a point about 250 miles from 
this city, and one of them 


severely stabled Jim Kune, the second mate 
of the boat. Sim Sayers, the first mate, came 
to Kane’s assistance, pulled his pistol and 
fired on the negroes. Itis reported that two 
of them were killed and that two more leaped 
into the river and were 1row: ed. Sayersimme- 
diately skipped out and cametotbis city by the 
Cairo Short Line. A reporter went down to 
the river to day and found thatthe boat had 
not yet arrived, and was notexpected before 
to-morrow moruing. Jenkins & Sass, her 
agents, knew nothing about the 
row. Mr. Sass said that Capt. Conway 
was in charge; Sim Sayers was first mate and 
Jim Kane second mate. A man was met who 
said that he had seen Sayers this morning, 
and that he was hiding in the city for a day 
or two, when he would give himself up. 
The man said that Sayers claimed that only 
one negro was killed, and another drowned. 
The Cincinnati Gazette of yesterday contains 
a dispatch from Metropolis, dated 
the ith. The dispatch SAYS that 
the mutiny on the Fanny Tatum occurred the 
night betore; that a mate named Jim hane, of 
St. Louis, was fata'lv stabbed; that two ne- 
croes were shot and killed, and four others 
jumped into the river and were drowned. 
If the Tatum is not delayed the agents say she 
will arrive before noon to-morrow.

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THE FARMER’S NOOK. 


SUGAR FROM CORNSTALKS. 

Dr. Collier, of Washington, has made a 
great number of experiments in extracting 
sugar from cornstalks after the ears of corn 
had been removed. The stalks of nine varie- 
ties tested yielded an average of 900 lbs of 
sugar per acre, and he thinks there is no rea- 
son to doubt that this average can b2 obtained 
on a large scale. In view of this he says there 
is no more reason why our people should im- 
port sugar than Indian corn. The farmer, 
who had cut up his corn before putting in his 
wheat, and has been burdened with the im- 
mense heavy corn stalk butts or stubs left 
on the ground to interfere with harrow, 
plow, drill and reaper, would rejoice if Dr. 
Collier would come along and furnish some 
useful purpose for these heavy corn stalk 
butts gorged with sap. In the part of the 
stalk below the ear is found tne gnajor pirt 
of the sap, hence there must be about 6)0 
pounds 6? sugar in each acres of corn stubs, 
if the estimate of 900 pounds to the acre of 
stalks be correct. The possibilities of the 
corn crop are not yet known. When it 
comes to pass that we can husk from an acre 
et corn 100 bushels of grain, and cut fedder 
equal to two tons of timothy hay, and then 
get 900 or 1,000 pounds of Stiyar from the 
remnants, we sh2!| cor¢’ude the corn crop 


pars. Jf Dr. Qollier can point the way to 


Such a bonanza he should lose no time tin 
leading off. The light corn crop ef this year 
makes one anxious to puton the sugar at- 
tachment to bring up the average. 

BIRDS THE FARMER’S FRIENDS. 

We trust our numerous readers wiil excuse 
us for the frequent articles which we deem 
necessary to appear in our columns io regard 
to birds, because many of our farmers do 
not weigh the good against the bad in the 
condemnation they pronounce upon the little 
servants who wait so assiduously upon 
them. There are would-be wise people 
among us whosay, ‘*Why, they are only’ 
birds. We cannot attendto them except to 
destroy them. Let us plow and sow and 
reap, and market our produce, and leave 
trifles hke this alone.’’ But they are not 
trifles; they are active, industrious help- 
ers of the intelligent azriculturist. Many a 
bright dolJar finds its way into the farmer’s 
pocket which, but for cheir unrequited lavor, 
would never get there. It woulu be fruitless 
to attempt to appraise their labors at a maney 
value. No money could buy services !ike 
theirs. Thesbarpest of human eyes and the 
nimblest of human fingers would bungle the 
work, indeed, besides these persevering and 
laborious toilers.;Birds are the farmer’s best 
friends... 

FEEDING CATTLE. 

The ageabullock may be most profitably 
fattened is with feeders still a matter of dif- 
ference. Many prefer atwo-year-o ld, as the 
gain in growth from two to three years is by 
them considered greater than at any other 
period, while the same amount of food will 
prepare them for the butcher almost as soon 
as ata more matured age. Others maintain 
that growth is at the expense of fat, aod that 
thesame food cannot produce both growth 
and fat in the same ratio as the one condition 
of fat alone; therefore, more maturity is 
desirable, as the growth will then so propor- 
tionately diminish as not to b2 equivalent for 
longer keeping, and the beef will bein per- 
fection as regards tenderness, juiciness and 
richness. We shail then, also, have the ad- 
vantage of an early market, as the animal 
wili put on fat more lapidly, and the gain ofa 
month, when the prices are htghest,is often 
equal to one-half the profit of feediny. 


Farm Notes. 


Butter is being brought from Russia to 
England in large quantities, and is of very 
tair quality. 

It is set down as one of the notable features 
present season that the ravages of 
foxes among the poultry yards in Vermont 
aid New Hampshire have been greater than 
was ever before known. 

Another warning to be careful in the use 
of #@uris green comes from York, Me., where 
two children of Augustus Littletield were 
futally poisoned last week bv eating cucum- 
bers from vines which had been sprinkled 
with the poison. 

The English admit that better flour is now 
madein tbe United States and Canada thin 
Great Britain. It is stated that the “new 
process” tlourcan not be made from! most of 
the wheat grownin that country. Tne best 
flour made in Europe is manufactured in 
Hungary and KFrance. That produced in 
England contains but asmail amountof glu- 
ten. 


The appie crop in Maine the present season 
is a bountiful one. In those counties not 
especially adapted to fruit-growing, there is 
no more than an average crop, and 10 some 
localities it falls below, butin the great fruit- 
growing belt of the State—Western York 
county, Cumberland, Oxford, Androscog- 
gin, Franklin and Kennebec—the crop is 
abundant. Throughout this belt, with limit- 
ed logal exceptions, the Baldwin is tne 
leading variety grown. In many towas there 
will be more of this variety harvested than 
ever before in one season. In Sagadocno, 
Koox, Waldo and Southern Peno>dscot the 
iy is a full aversze, butthe Ballwin does 
not lead to the extent that it does in the coun- 
ties first named. 

An experimental silo has been construec‘ed 
at Houghton farm, Mountainville, New 
York, to test the value of green corn-fodder 
preserved in the form of ensilage. The silo is 
of the, most improved pattern, the walls being 
of masonry, and corn, instead of beiag loadex 
With weights, is fastened withiron rods and 
screws to insurethe necessary pressure and 
to keep the ensilage from contact with the 
air. Analyses will be made of the corn-fod- 
der when fresh and also in the preserved 
state, to determine the chemical changes 
taking piace inthe process, and tests will 
likewise be made to ascertain the feeding 
values and relative protits of the ensilaze as 
compaied with field corn. 7

Household Recipes. 


MUSTARD PICKLE.—One ounce 
of cloves, allspice, black pepper 
tumeric, one pound = mustard, 
galion vinegar, of which reserve 
one quart to mix with the mustard. Put the 
spicein athin cioth and boilinthe vinegar, 
then take out the spice and stirthe tumeric 
and mustard smoothly into the boiling vine- 
gar. Pourthis on tne pickles. Botile and 
cork tightly. 

PICKLED CAULIFLOWER.—Pick the cauli- 
flowers into pieces, leaving out all the stalke 
and leaves; scald in a kettle of salt and water, 
about a quarter of a pound of salt to a quart 
of water; heat slowly, bring toa boil; take 
out the cauliflower, drain well, and lav ona 
cloth near the tire for twenty-four hours at 
Jeast; when perfectly dry putinto glass cans 
and cover with apickle of three ounces of 
curry powder in a quart of vinegar boiled 
and poured over hot. 


ELLEN’s BREAD.—Take two-thirds of yeast 
eake dissolved in a little warm water and two 
teaspoonfuls of sugar. Pour this into three 
quarts of flour with one teaspoonful of salt 
added. Mix well with one hand, adding 
warm water (sbout one pint), then knead 
well for twenty minutes, adding flour enough, 
and no mere, to clear the dough from the 
hands and pan. Cover with a thick cloth, let 
it stand all night, and mould out in the morn- 
ing, not kneading any more than necessary. 
Let stand in pans till light. This fills two 
Jong narrow pans, and makes a set of patty- 
pan rolis. Pans are to be filled half full. This

P. Tansey, president of the St. Louis Traasfer 
Company, published in a morning newspaper, 
to the effect that he had been kicked by a 
mule, is here reproduced, with the suggestion 
tacked on gratuitously that the mule probably 
kicked the interview given in the same con- 
nection outof Mr. Tansey into the columns of 
theRepublican. Undertheinspiration ofthe fly- 
ing hoof Mr. Tansey takes occasion to attribute 
the freight blockade to ‘‘pink-eye,’’ the rail 


road companies, consignees, newspapers and 
everybody and everything else except the 
Transier Company. He also asserts that tne 
POST- DISPATCH made a mistakein saying that 
merchants had been refused the privilege of 
handling their own freight when they expressed 
a willingnesstofurnish theirown teains. In 
making this assertion Mr. Tansey simply says 
thatthe merchants who were interviewed by 
POST- DISPATCH reporters a few duys ayo told 
untiuths. These nerchants stated that they 
would not be allowed to haul their freizht 
themselves ;their statements were piain and un- 
mistakable in this regard, and, astherailroad 
companies insist that the Transfer people 
have the entire control and monopoly of this 
business, and with them rests the refusal of 
any privilege, the question of veracity lies be- 
tween Mr. Tansey and theraiiroad companies, 
asthereisno denying that merchants have 
been refused the privilege anxiously sought 
by them of providing their own teams for 
transterring freight. 

Mr. JohnC. Krafft,ofthe firm of Krafft, Holmes 
& Co., grocers, tolu a POsT-DISPATCH repre- 
s@uitative as late as yesterday thatthe Transfer 
people refused to allow consignees to remove 
their own goods, when they hud wagons ready 
to do so. The Transfer Company, he said, 
would begin to unload one car, taking out a 
portion ot the contents, and then for some un- 
accountable reason would turn to another 
and leave the first batch of goods further un- 
touched. When persons or houses to whom 
shipments had been made, and whose goods 
were standing there in the cars, asked to be 
allowed to take them awav, they were told 
that the Transfer Company had the en- 
tire control of that business and would brook no 
interference; all they had to do was to wait 
patiently until the Transfer folks got ready to 
deliver their goods. 

Mr. Scarritt, president of the Scarritt Furni- 
ture Company, told &@ POST-DISPATCH reporter 
last Saturday that he had offered to furnisn his 
Own teams and haul away his own goods, but 
he would not be allowed to do so. 

Mr. V. F. Smith, of Grant, Cunningham & 
Co., also said that his tirm had been refused 
the same favor. 

Mr. Miller, of Miller & Stephenson, said he 
knew merchants who had been refused the 
vrivilege of hauling their own freight, and be- 
cause he was acquainted with this fact he had 
refrained from asking to be allowed to haul his 

oods, although he was losing hundreds of dol- 

urse¢very day by the blockade. 

Mr. D. Crawford, the dry goods man, said he 
sent a clerk Over tie river every day to try and 
get some of his gooas that are tied up 
there. He had frequently offered 
to do his own hauling, but had been told that 
the favor could not be granted, as if one were 
allowedto do so everybody would ask the 
saine privilege.

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SELLING BAD MEAT. 


An [Important Case on Trial in the Police 
Court. 


The thira case on the docket of the First 
District Police Court to-day was that of Henry 
Haeés, charged with selling bad meat. The 
prosecuting witnesses were Sergeant Ed. Mc- 
Donald, Officer Andreas and Officer Fries. 
Sergeant McDonald testified as follows: Prem- 
ises No. 1431 Carondelet were comp ‘ained of 
as containing a nuisance. I went there and 
found Mr. Zelder in a shop where 
fly-blown meat in which maggots were crawl- 
ing was being cut up.’’ 

Officer Fries next took the stand. ‘‘I went to 
No. 1431 Carondelet avenue with Sergt. McDon- 
Hid andfound some bad meat. There were 
five pieces. Maggots were crawling on it. I 
picked it ur and showed itto Mr. Zelder and 
asked himif he made sausage of that meat. 


He ssid, ‘Yes; that makes excellent saus- 
a e.° | 
Otticer Andreas said he _ visited the 


place September 7 and September 9 last. 
At both times 1 saw trays of stinking meat cut 
up for sausage. It stunkf ightfully.’’ 

‘‘Did it smell like gariic?’’ asked Mr. 
john, attorney tor the defense. 

‘*] say it smelled like rotten meat, and not 
like garlic, or anything but baad meat. It was 
black and smelied bud. ‘There were some 
quarters wf beef in the room wh‘cn looked 
black and poor and which 1 do not 
think would be very wholesome food. I 
have often been in Siusige manu.a tories. 
We went there to ascertain what tne cause of 
the nuisance was. Mr. Zeldertold me thata 
tub of entrails lying on one side mizht be the 
cause ofthe stench. He admitted that this 
was not reasonably fresh. Hetold me that 
these were -hipped here trom the Kast. I ve- 
lieve he suid th se Curings are used for fillers 
for the sausage meat.’’ 

Mr. Zelder testified that he was a sausage- 
maker, and had been in the business tor 
twenty years. Ail the sausage minufactured 
here, he said, wus from good meat. Entruils, 
he suid, would necessarily smell. Thev made 
Suusepes every day, and had a five-horse 
power engine to cut the meat. He said it 
might be that he said sausage was made 
from bad meat, but it was only in fun. A 
diiver for Hass was puton the stand and said 
he always bought fresh meat. Mr. Erskine 
asked him if he was not stalled 
once on the street while bringing 
ment from the warket to the factory and Of- 
licer Andreas saw him with hearts which were 
green und putrid. He said the hearts were 
fresh. Officer Andreus was put onthe stand 
again and swore that he saw the driver with 
bad hearts. Hass testified that he bought 
fresh meat every day and that hethrew awav

any bad meat. Andreas siid he wea 
cert. in that he had seen putrid 
hearts in the wagon. Tne case 


was submitted to the sary without argument. 
The lowest fine assessed by the ordinance is 
$25 and the highest $100. 

Atter a few minutes’ deliberation:the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty against Hass and 
fined him $35 ana costs, which was promptly 
paid by the defendant.
